The total number of persons on board 


the Ancona Is said to havo been 642.

Fire Wiped Out Machine Shop at So. 


Bethlehem, Pa.—Guns for the United 
States, England and Her Allies Lost 
— Total Loss Will Reach Several 
Million Dollars 


The sanitary conditions it tho pub-

asked about the alleged odors the li- 
brarian gave the scribe to understand 


j that he didn't care to discuss them. He 
, finally stated, however, that there are 
i foul odors at times but ho would not 
call it sewer gas. But ho did not state 
positively that he did not believe 
It 


was sewer gas. He said that the .sys- 
tem of heating might be at fault. He 
said there are openings underneath the 
coils that produce the heat. The fresh 
air is brought in. heated over tho colls 
and spread by a. great fan. Mr. Chase 
thought that perhaps the foul odors 
noticed at times come from the cellar 
through the openings at the bottom of 
tho heat colls.
